The economical application of wat 
er to irrigation purposes in India de- 
pends upon many peculiar factors. It 
appears that on one of the largest 
irrigation systems of the Punjab a ra- 
pid rise of the subsoil water level took 
place which threatened serious 
trouble by waterlogging the area. It 
was. therefore, necessary to discover 
the source of this water, and convert 
the dangerous waste to useful pur- 
poses. One line of inquiry, on the 
value of the personal factor, affords 
an Interesting study. The cultivators 
In the area under investigation are 
drawn from several castes which range 
frunt the Sikh farmers, who are recog- 
nized as the best agriculturists In 
-Northern India, to the Mahommedan 
Janglls, who have only recently emerg- 
ed from the unenviable reputaltun of 
being among the most expert of cat- 
tle thieves. It la not surprising there- 
fore that the latter are not ranked as 
efficient cultivators. Nevertheless, 
the investigation has shown that the 
Sikh cultivators are only 9 per cent, 
more efficient us irrigators than the 
Janglia. and, generully speaking, the 
most efficient cultivator Is capable of 
irrigating only from 4 to 5 per cent.

more land than the average cultivutor 
with the same amount of water. The 
second line of Inquiry referred to the 
volume of single-outlet discharge 
which could be handled most econ- 
omically by the native cultivator. As 
would be expected. It wan found that 
small discharges caused relatively 
large absorption losses, while large 
discharges were difficult to control 
with the primitive means at the dis- 
posal of the natives. The difference, 
however. Is not very great. The third 
line of inquiry referred to the nature 
of the soil, but it was found that the 
difference between the total quantity 
of water required to raise crops on 
comparatively heavy loam and on 
light loam is so small as to be negli- 
gible for all practical purposes. Fin- 
ally, an inquiry was made Into the lib- 
erality with which the allowance of 
water was given, and here was found 
the main cause of the waterlogging. 
The want of accurate means for regu- 
lating the discharge so as to corre- 
spond to the correct allowance tends 
to excessive liberality and as only a 
small portion of the excess Is usually 
employed by the crops the remainder 
accumulates and raises the level of the 
subsoil water. 



I'rofessor W. S Ferguson's name is 
familiar to all students of later Orcek 
history, especially by his authorita- 
tive work on Hellenistic Athens, and 
the Lowell lectures which he has pub- 
lisl.ed under the title of "Greek Im- 
perialism" (Constable), will appeal to 
a wider audience. That the Romans 
were tho heirs, in war, diplomacy, and 
government, of the Greeks is a truth 
which recent writings have brought 
heme to many readers; that "in gov- 
ernment, as in science, the classic pe- 
riod was but the youthful bloom of 
Greece, whereas its vigorous maturity 
—In which it was cut down by Rome 
—came In the Macedonian time," will 
b? novel to the majority even of these. 
The thesis which Professor Ferguson 
Feeks to establish is expressed In an 
elaborate biological metaphor. He 
maintains that Greek city-states were 
"unicellular organisms incapable of 
growth except by subdivision." and 
that this led to a "cancerous condi- 
tion, for which the proper remedy was 
not to change the internal constitu- 
tions of city-states, as l'lato and Ar- 
istotle taught, but to change the tex- 
ture of their cell walls so as to enablo 
them to adhere firmly to one another. 
Two contrivances— the federal sys- 
tem and deification of rulers— which 
were "rival solutions of the same 
great political problem," w?re adopted 
by the Greeks of the Hellenistic age 
in order thai this inevitable change 
might be brought about without sac 
riflciug the "urban separateness" of 
the communities. 



We cannot here follow the author 
In his sketch of the Empires founded 
on the ruins of Alexander's world- 
monarchy: but those who wish to 
make closer acquaintance with that 
strangely "modern" period of history, 
which becomes so full of interest ns 
Its outlines are gradually revealed, 
will do well to lake him as their 
guide, for he is not only ubrcust of 
the march of knowledge, but has him- 
self done as mu"h as almost any 
scholar to direct the advance. Here 
we may study the clash of the rival 
conceptions mentioned above — on the 
one hand, the federal union of free 
cities, on the other, absolutism legal- 
ized under the form of apotheosis ; 
and although Professor Ferguson, 
speaking with ihe objective outlook 
of the twentieth- ?entury historian, 
bids us remember that the latter, for 
all Its melancholy consequences, ren- 
dered a signal servi :e In that it made 
possible the lasting union of all the 
city-states of the world ;n a single 
great territorial IStalc, we cannot 
close the hook without an Impression 
that a great historical tragedy was 
here played to its close.

"the rule of one state over other 
slates," and nothing less. Thut this 
should end in absolutism was, in the 
ancient world, an inevitable catastro- 
phe: but In the federal city-leagues 
of Hellenistic Greece we can recog- 
nize the germ of an Imperialism wid- 
e.* than I'rofesBor Ferguson's defin- 
ition, which Hie modern world is on 
its way to realize.

FOREST FIRELOSSES 1913 

Dominion Forestry Branch Re- 
ports Remarkably Small 
Loss. 



The forest fire loss on Dominion 
Forest Reserves In Western Canada 
was smaller lining the last season 
than ever before. On several of the 
reserves In Manitoba and Haskatrh- 
ewan fire occasioned no damage 
whatever, and on the Dominion re- 
st r\ es In the Railway Belt, B.C., the 
only green timber Injured by fire was 
four acres of young lodgepole pine. 
Even on the Rooky Mountains reserve 

In Alberta, with the immense area 
of 13.373.H56 acres, most of which Is 
remote from settlement, fire destroy- 
ed only 1,150 acres of young tlmher 
whose present value was small, and 
mature timber to the value of $L"i0.- 
00. The total area burnt on this re- 
serve was but two one-hundredths 
of one per cent, of the above acre- 
ape, and It Is likely, when the reports 
ere complete from the other reserves, 
which are smaller und usually better 
pjoteeted. that the aggregate area 
burnt over by fire wlU be no greater 



than one hundreltli of one per cent, 
lot the total reserved area. The sia- 
j nificance of this figure is nppuranet 
by comparison with the correspond- 
| ing figure for the National Forests 
, In the United States, where the area 
burnt over by fire in 1913, although 
admittedly Ihe smallest In recent 
years, was about 0.03 per cent, of the 
tctal area. 

That the fire loss on Dominion le- 
st rves in the West has been so re- 
markably small is due in large meas- 
ure to the fnct that the Covernment 
rangers unceasingly sought, nnd ob- 
tained, the CO'Opsratloh of all Willi 
whom 'they came in contact, whether 
seiner. Indian, hunter, tourist or pack* 

er. The new fire -posters ask for this 
co-operation Instead of demanding It 
Bd previously; a pica for it Is print- 
ed on railway time-tubles. and on 
hunting licenses: it is secured from 
homesteaders by providing them with 
flre-flghtlng tools and by connecting 
rural telephone lines with ranger sta- 
tions on forest reserves, and even the 
Indians, many of whom were care- 
less with fire, lire now Induced to :is- 
I sisl in its prevent! m by being pre- 
sented honorary metal badges hv the 
Dominion Government. CarelessiK-ss 
is Ihe chief cause of forest fire and 
by its elimination the greatest diffi- 
culty in forest fire protection is over- 
come.

Changes have been 
effected that augur well for the future of the University. Additions 
to the staff are evidences of the larger sphere of usefulness which 
the University has undertaken. Prospects of dormitories, additional 
college buildings, a new campus and a new gymnasium are sine signs 
•f its growth and expansion. 

The financial situation is improving. The average yearly 
deficit has been reduced from $80,000 to $27,000, and, as the re- 
port states, additional interest accruing from further receipts of 
money pledged to the campaign f und will assist in keeping the 
deficit at that low level. 

One pressing need wisely suggested in the principal's report, 
is that of increase in professional remuneration. The high cost of 
living in Montreal is sufficient to prevent the University from ob- 
taining the best available men ifshc can only offer one-half or two- 
thirds of what the salary should be. Something has been done in 
this regard, but not enough, and until further increases are forth- 
coming, it will be impossible to obtain the best men for the positions 
that have to be filled from time to time. 

On the whole ihe report is very satisfactory. Though the out- 
look in the past may have been somewhat gloomy, there is great 
promise for the future. It is felt that once the problem of housing 
students in attractive residences is solved, w hen McGill becomes the 
proud possessor of a new campus and a new gymnasium and when 
graduates and the citizens of Montreal and the Province of Que- 
bec become fully alive to the needs and possibilities of our Alma 
Mater, that McGill will attract increasingly larger numbers to her 
halls of learning and will continue to occupy that position in intel- 
lectual life the world over, which she has even now. handicapped as 
she is, been able to attain. 

COLLEGE SPIRIT 

College spirit is a topic so often abused, that the Daily would 
seem to be lacking in something if we did not abuse it again. 

Nobody knows just what college spirit is. According to the 
president of one club it may be row on row of college students silent- 
ly and attentively listening to a lecturer. In the estimation of an- 
other it is still more rows of them, gathered around the campus, long 
past the hysterics stage, but still shouting. 

In the library it is no noise ; it is the re-appearance of lost books, 
on the reference shelf; it is the politeness of students to the attend- 
ants behind the desk. 

In the Lit. it is many voices, one at a time, and perfectly formal 
and well organized. 

One can hardly say what it is in the class rooms. Perhaps it is 
ability to write rapidly at dictation ; it may be quick question and an- 
swer; it implies at least the presence of a desire to learn. 

To the athletic clubs it is new active members. 

With the graduate it is thought and action still directed for the 
help of McGill. 

Just now with the Daily it is a pile of Round About the Col- 
leges, so high that the editor will have no more room to insert another
